The Constitution—accepted in a 
referendum of the people, ap-| 
proved by the U.S. Congress and) 
signed by President Truman—puts| 
the 100-mile-long island’s internal | 
affairs completely in the hands of. 

It 
abolishes the power of the U. S. 
Congress to repeal insular laws,

tices. 

It was on July 25, 1898, that U. S. 
soldiers landed on the Southern

Rico from 400 years of rule by the 
Spaniards. Since then the United 
States has instituted a step-by-step 
program of greater self rule. 

Gov. Luis Munoz Marin, who has 
been active in pushing through the 
Constitution since he became Puer- 
to Rico’s first elected governor in 
1948, says that with the new order 
‘colonialism comes to an end’”’ in 
the island. 


LIKE COMMONWEALTH 

Under the Constitution, executive 
supervision of the judiciary is abol- 
ished. The governor will lose other 
powers, including the authority to 
suspend the right of habeas corpus. 
He will still be able to proclaim 
martial law, but the Legislature 
can repeal it.

Stevenson’s own state of Illinois 
started the tide rolling against the 
Kefauver-Harriman coalition by 
switching its vote in favor of seat- 
ing the Virginia delegation after 
first opposing it. 

Then on the recess test the Iili- 
nois delegation, which includes 
national committeeman Jacob M. 
Arvey of Chicago, threw 53 of its 
60 votes behind the drive to block 
a recess. 

It was a smashing victory for 
the South and for Arvey, who has 
fought long and hard to win the 
nomination for Stevenson. 

Chicago’s huge International Am- 
phitheatre was a scene of pan- 
demonium and turmoil throughout 
the voting and parliamentary ma- 
neuvering. Even a fire started—a 
newspaper blazed—and was put 
out. 

In the midst of the voting on 
Virginia, the South Dakota dele- 
gation ‘stalked off the convention 
floor after angrily objecting to the 
way Rayburn presided.

» The first tribunal that ever met in Georgia called its first case 
219 years ago this month. The court, which convened in Savannah, 
was officially named the Town Court and was presided over by 
three bailiffs, George Symes, Richard Hodges and Francis Scott. 
They acted as judges. Appointed by the trustees, they were given 
power to settle all cases “arising or happening in the province 
of Georgia.’’ This was by far the most powerful court in American 
history. Although the judges were without formal legal education 
(in fact, without much education of any sort),* they had .the 
authority to deal out death sentences, to declare persons insane 
and to send them to the dungeons without a time limit, to brand 
with hot irons, to lash and drag offenders through the public 
streets. No lawyers were allowed in the colony, so there could be 
no defense. There was no appeal from their judgment. These s0- 
called ‘‘justices’’ and their successors took full advantage of their 
absolute authority and meted out punishment that was nothing 
short of sadistic.

And then we lucked into May Justus’ lovely collection of stories, 
“Children of the Great Smoky Mountains.” 

Miss Justus has lived all her life in the mountains of Tennessee 
and Kentucky, the Great Smokies and the Cumberland Plateau and 
she has an ear for the language of that region. 

She has collected a small volume and illustrated with charming 
wood cuts some little tales about the children of the section. 

Book-writing of this kind is not a new undertaking for Miss 
Justus. She has been writing them for a quarter of a century, we 
understand, but ‘‘Children of the Great Smoky Mountains’’ is the 
first of her volumes we've seen and we feel considerably more 
cheerful about One World-itus after having read it. 

Miss Justus has set down some of the old customs, the old speech, 
the old ballads and “play party’’ songs and has unabashedly re- 
corded the pleasanter of old superstitions.
